Instead of working , with 
Alabama, Georgia is choosing 
to ignore us, Its governor and its 
congressional delegation are 
pretending that the only impact 
of reducing water flows from 
Georgia would be upon certain 

federally- -protected endan- 
gered species. And, accordingly, 
they are asking the federal gov- 
ernment for permission to waive 
endanger species protections so 
Georgia can hoard water sup- 
plies. Not surprisingly, this 
action was met with loud cries 
of protest from Alabama, offi- 
cials, and rightly so. In fact, 
even south Georgia communi- 
ties would be adversely impact- 
ed by Georgia’s plan to with- 
hold water for: the benefit of 
Atlanta. 

For decades, the steady 
growth of Atlanta has threat- 
ened water supplies down river 
in Georgia as well as. in

Atlanta has not adequately 
prepared for the dramatically 
increased demand in water 
consumption, nor has it been 
enforcing responsible water 
use until very recently. The 
drought has forced it to take 
more water’ + 

from lakes and rivers that are 
vital to Alabama and Florida. 
That cannot continue. 
Reckless actions by one state 
are not acceptable. 

Just last week officials at the 
Farley Nuclear Power Plant in 
Columbia, Alabama (east of 
Dothan)’, announced that a 
reduction of water flow, from 
Georgia would directly hinder 
the plant’s ability to cool is 
reactors. 

Without adequate water, the 
plant would have to shut down 
and the region would lose a 
major power source. 

Atlanta cannot ‘continue to. 
dominate the region’s water 
supply at the expense of down- 
stream communities in all three 
states. It is also time the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
which has legal authority over 
these river systems, took an 
active role in: ensuring our

In late November 1854, Alfred, Lord Tennyson 
read a report in the London Times about the Battle 
of Balaklava, It so moved him that he penned “The 
Charge of the Light Brigade.” 
regiment's suicidal attack in the wrong direction, 
has been commemorated as a glorious example of 
heroism and devotion to duty. 

The facts of the debacle are straightforward. 
During the Battle of Balaklava, Lord Raglan, the 
British commander, directed his troops from a hill- 
top overlooking the battlefield. Below him, open 
fields stretched for half a mile before another hill 
opposite Raglan’s position rose up to create a valley. 
When Raglan looked across the valley, it extended 
more than a mile to his left before opening onto a 
broad plain. Near the opening was a Russian 
artillery battery, blocking the end of the valley. On 

both hills shied ex and the Russian battery

As 
Bingham was with his brigades in the fields below 
him, he sent his aide, Captain Louis Nolan down the 
hill to deliver his order that said: 

“Lord Raglan wishes the cavalry to advance 
rapidly to the front, follow the enemy & try to prevent 
the enemy from carrying away the guns. Troop Horse 
Artillery may accompany. French cavalry is on your left.” 

The order confused Bingham, because nei- 
ther the British artillery nor the Russians atop the 
opposite hill were visible from the valley floor, He 
asked Captain Nolan for clarification of the target. 
Nolan appeared to point towards the Russian 
artillery at the end of the valley, saying: “There, my 
Lord, There is your enemy! There are your guns!" It 
was the wrong target. 

Bingham then ordered the Light Brigade’s 
commander, Captain James Brudenell, to assemble 
his men and attack the Russian position he thought 
Bingham had indicated. After looking down the val- 
ley Brudenell said to Bingham: “Certainly, Sir, but 
allow me to point out to you that the Russians have 
a battery inthe valley in our front, and batteries and 
riflemen on each flank.”

“Maternal. mortality could be 
cut by nearly three-quarters by 
improving women’s access to 
comprehensive reproductive 
health services...” Pregnant 
women need skilled birthing 
attendants who are capable of 
handling obstetric emergencies. 
Adequate medical facilities and 
the means to get to those facili- 
ties are also crucial. 

According to the Women 
Deliver website, “One in six 
Afghan women will die from 
complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth. One in . . . 29,800 
[women will die] in Sweden.”

As stated by the World 
Health Organization, a midwife 
is included in the definition of a 
skilled birthing attendant and 
only 57% of women world wide 
give birth with a skilled atten- 
dant present. 

Obaid moderated the work- 
shop, Faith Based Organizations 
and Maternal. Mortality. She 
expressed the need to work with 
faith based organizations and 
not against them. “We must be 
about the building of capacity to 
trust one another,” she said. 

The World Council of 
Churches reports being affiliat- 
ed with approximately ‘114 
denominations ‘throughout the 


‘ continent of Africa. 


“Statistics show that skilled 


’ birthing attendants and access to 


adequate medical facilities can 

save the lives of mothers and 

infants,” said Raffield, “What if 

we used our global network to 

ensure that every church in the ' 
world trained and sponsored at 

least one skilled: birthing, atten- 

dant?” 

Post partum hemorrhaging, 
infections resulting from unsafe 
abortions, hypertensive disor- 
ders, and obstructed labor are 
some of the most common caus- 
es of maternal death as found on 
the UNFPA website. ~ Care 
International President Helene 
Gayle said, “What we really 
mean when we say post partum 
hemorrhage is that women are 
bleeding to death.”.

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Learn to blend with 
background to bag 
a deer 


I remember hearing a wildlife biologist make the statement that a 
deer’s vision and a human's vision was approximately equal. I’m not 
qualified to argue with him scientifically on that statement, but I won- 
der if he has been around the same deer Ihave. Where I hunt deer; I’m 
convinced the deer would score higher on an eye exam than | 

His statement may be true if they are both looking straight, ahead at 
the same object, but the deer has far superior peripheral vision, A 
deer's eyes protrude slightly and are set back one the side of the head. 
This positioning gives the deer a very wide field of view, They can see 
everywhere without moving their head with the exception of a small 
area directly behind the head. And even this area can be quickly 
observed with a slight tum of the head. They can see 360 degrees 

oving from their tracks. 
shiners difference in human vision and a deer’s is the ability of the 
deer to see well in low light conditions. e 

The light cells in a deer’s retina are predominately rods. This type 
of cell is geared to seeing in dim light so well that a deer can see well 
enough to be active 24 hours a day. * 

The human eye contains a mixture of rods and cones. Since our eye 
has more cones than a deer’s, we can see color better than a deer. Also 
our eyes are set close together on the front portion of the skull and are 
set slightly back into the skull, This arrangement reduces our field of 
view, but enables both eyes to focus on a distant object at the same 
time. Because of this we have better depth perception than a deer and 
can distinguish objects from their background better than a deer can. 

Since deer have an advantage of peripheral vision but the disadvan- 
tage of limited depth perception, hunters can take advantage of both. 
Make sure that your stand, whether on the ground or in a tree is not sky 
lighted. After placing @ stand, walk out to where you assume you may 
see a deer, sit on the ground and look toward your stand. If you can 
see sky behind the seat rather than vegetation, it probably needs relo- 
PR nes a deer's peripheral vision (where they detects motion) 
one must be absolutely still and blend in with the background. 

Their limited depth perception often allows a hunter who is stand- 
ing or sitting perfectly still in front of a good background wo go unde- 
tected, even when wearing @ hunter orange hat. é 

While their sense of smell and hearing may be beter that their abil- 
ity 10 see, they can still pick up fidgety or sky lighted hunter quite @ 
distance away. Hunters who blend with thei background and remain

The Alabama ~ Securities 
Commission (ASC) warns citi- 
zens to be alert to the dangers 
posed by three schemes/scams 
currently circulating throughout 
the state. Joseph P. Borg, 
Director of the ASC, advises, 
“Investigate before you invest. 
Check out these so-called 
opportunities with the Alabama 
Securities Commission, 1-800- 
222-1253, or the Alabama 
Attorney General’s: Office of 
Consumer Affairs, 1-800-392- 
5658, before you proceed.” 

“FINANCIAL PLANING 
Si oR: Vv Yi? 
Recently, the ASC has received 
reports from citizens concerning 
a “Financial Planning Survey,” 
purportedly sponsored by a rep- 
utable financial/investment 
firm. Although those contacted 
may not be interested in imvest- 


gy 


e . mnd 
pressured to gather their person- 
al financial documents and sup- 
ply them to an individual who is 
identified by the company as a 
“financial planning associate,” 
or similar title. The enticement 
is that the individual) may 
receive $1,000 or more for par- 
ticipating in the survey, with the 
possibility of receiving $250 per 
year thereafter. The ASC warns 


‘that this may be a ploy to obtain 


personal financial information 
or an illicit method to get the 
unsuspecting person to purchase 
investment instruments, that 
may not be in their best interest, 
from a high-pressure salesper- 
son. “In any event, such tactics 


are inappropriate and possibly . 


illegal;” Borg said. “We need 
Alabama citizens’ help to inves- 
tigate these activities. Please 
call our toll-free phone number, 
1-800-222-1253, to report these 
offers and alert this Commission 
80 We can protect Alabama con- 
sumers.” 

“THE OVERSEAS LOT- 
TERY SCAM” 
Scam perpetrators, based in for- 
eign countries, use the telephone 
and direct mail to entice 
American citizens, including 
many Alabamians, to buy 
chances in high-stakes foreign 
lotteries. These solicitations vio- 
late U.S. law, which prohibits 
the cross-border sale or pur- 
chase of lottery tickets by phone 
or mail. “Crafty thieves use 
bogus foreign lotteries to cheat 
people out of their savings and 
ruin their credit rating or rela- 
tionship with their bank,” Borg 


rat Raptiat C a 


said. “This scam, which targets 
peoples’ greed, is prevalent all 
across the country and citizens 
are falling for it.” The unsus- 
pecting victim might receive a 
check for $1,500. or more to 
cover “taxes and fees,” accom- 
panied by a professionally print- 
ed letter and explanation that 
they have won a large sum of 
money from a foreign lottery 
The letter instructs the victim to 
cash the check and forward the 
amount, and possibly. more, to 
begin “processing” their exorbi- 
tant but fictitious lottery win- 
nings. Shortly after. the victim 
cashes the check and after mail- 
ing the. money for processing 
fees to the lottery, the check 
bounces and is not honored by 
their bank, making them respon- 
sible for the amount. 
Sometimes, victims are 
deceived into sending. their 
financial account » 
ostensibly to be used to deposit 
winnings into their account..The 
scammers then have easy access 
to remove money from their 
account. “It’s simple.” Borg 
stated. “Lotteries are illegal in 
Alabama; the biggest red flag 
with these scams is that no one 
is going to give you something 
for free. Don’t let your own 
greed cause you to lose mon¢y 
on a processing fee and get you 
in trouble for bouncing a bad 
check and participating in an 
illegal activity.” 

“IRS REFUND SCAM” 
This is a “Phishing” scam, a 
form of Internet fraud used: to 
trick victims into providing sen- 
sitive personal and/or financial 
information to illicit sources, 
Like most Phishing scams the 
IRS Refund scam targets citi- 
zens through email or regular 
mail. The senders portray them- 
selves as officials of state or fed- 


eral agencies that, due to admin- 
istrative oversight, are withhold 


ing tax refunds that belong to 
the victim. The sender presents 
the victim with a document that 
copies the appearance of a gen- 
uine Internal Revenue Service 
form and asks for Social 
Security numbers, credit card 
numbers or other personal infor- 
mation. Although’ it is not 
uncommon for state and federal 
agencies to hold unclaimed tax 
dollars; consumers are warned 


that neither the IRS. nor the 


advise them of refunds or to 
such as PIN numbers, pass- 
words or similar secret access 
information for their credit 
cards, bank or other financial 
accounts. Borg cautions al! 
Alabamians to be wary if the 
receive this kind of contact.
